Predict savings through 
filming of court records

A planned microfilm center, 


designed to save Madison - 


County taxpayers an estimated 
$1 million, has been initiated at 
the Madison County Cour- 
thouse, Edwardsville, under the 
supervision of Willard V. 
“Butch’”’ Portell, clerk of the 
circuit court. * 

Portell based the estimate on 
the cost of potential alter- 
natives. He told the Press- 
Record, “We are rapidly 
running out of space for storing 
records and documents. 

“If we have .to construct 
another building for future 
storage purposes, the cost could 
go as high as a million dollars.” 
While explaining how the new 
center will save space, Portell 
pulled-open a drawer, of a 10- 
drawer filing cabinet, revealing 
court cases, on-film, covering a 
period from the year 1818 to 
1951. x 
At present, three employes of 
Portell’s office are operating 
one piece of equipment to film 
such reeords as probate, civil, 


criminal and divorce cases. 

Each roll of film contains 
2,400 picture frames. 

After it is filled, the film is 
sent to the Recorder of Deeds 
office for processing and. then 
returned to Portell’s office for 
proofreading and, jif necessary, 
re-shooting. 

It is then recorded by case 
number in a master index book 
and again in a cross-index, by 
name in alphabetical order. 

The second roll of microfilm 
is forwarded to the Illinois State 
Archives Office at Springfield 
for safekeeping in the event 
something should happen to the 
original film. 

Portell relates that all 
records prior to the year 1900 
will be retained, in actual form 
and on film, as part of per- 
manent record of Madison 
County historical items. .. 

His office has petitioned the 
IMinois Records Commission for 
authority to destroy all files 
from 1901 to 1964. 

It is:estimated that two years 
‘Will be necessary to-biing the “ 
center up-to-date and to dispose 


of old records. 

“The - process is 
req 
that period,” said Portell; ‘and 
then hopefully we can cut back 
to three full-time employes and 
continue with our long-range 
plans.” 

Those plans include a data 
processing system connected 
with the microfilming center. 

If the plan is successful, 
future records will be filméd 
and indexed in accordance with 
a person’s Social Security 
number. 

An operator would then only 
have to perform a single 
procedure in correct sequence 
to review on a screen all items 
of film pertaining’ to an in- 
dividual holding a particular 
Social Security number, - 

Portell stresses that ‘‘the new 
system is’ govérned by ‘thé 
Supreme Court.

for his family. The law does 
stipulate that a husband sup- 
port his wife and children, but 
it doesn’t specify in what 
style. No matter how rich, a 
husband’s only legal obliga- 
tion is to provide sufficient 
food, clothing and shelter to 
stave off starvation and expo- 
sure. Typical of the law’s atti- 
tude is the 1953 ruling of ‘the 
Supreme Court of Nebraska 
that a wealthy farmer didn’t 
have to provide his wife of 34 
years with indoor plumbing or 
a working furnace. Further 
indication of the law’s ineffec- 
tiveness are the legions of 
women living in poverty be- 
cause their husbands refuse to 
work or else spend their sala- 
ries on alcohol, horses, drugs 
or other women. 

When a marriage breaks 
up, the law is of little more 
help. The poor man’s divorce 
is frequently a disappearing 
act, leaving his family with 
nowhere to turn but welfare. 
When the husband is middle- 
class or wealthy, what his 
wife gets in the divorce settle- 
ment depends, as in the mar- 
riage, on his good will and 
generosity. 

A recent survey by the Citi- 
zen's Advisory Council on the 
Status of Women revealed 
that alimony is awarded in 
fewer than 10 per cent of all 
divorce actions. As for child 
support, this same report 
shows that in most cases what 
the court awards is less than 
half the actual cost of sup- 
porting a child. And even this 
can't be counted on! A study 
ina major city showed only 38 
per cent of fathers in full com- 
pliance with support orders 
during the first year after the 
divorce and a mere 13 per 
cent in full compliance after 
10 years. (The report cited is 
available from the Women’s 
Bureau, Dept. of Labor, 
Wash., D.C. 20210:) Obvious- 
ly, most divorced mothers not 
only care for their children 
but provide the lioness’ share 
of support as well. 

With passage of ERA, both 
parents would continue to be 
responsible for the support of 
their children; some constitu- 
tional lawyers believe that 
ERA would increase the 
amount of support payments 
to mothers as well as compli- 
ance, since the burden 
couldn’t fall unequally on one 
parent. 

As for the draft, this is a 
moot question since we now 
have a volunteer army. And it 
is likely to stay so. The draft 
resisters during the Vietnam 
War weren't just those who 
fled to Canada. They included 
those men with the connec- 
tions to get into the National 
Guard or Reserves; the mon- 
ey and scholastic ability to go 
to college; the education to 
get draft deferred jobs; and 
again the money to consult 
draft lawyers and doctors. 
This type of inequity is not 
likely to be tolerated again by 
the American people. 

As for full-scale war, both 
sexes would probably have to 
serve anyway. You haven't 
much choice when they're 
dropping bombs on your 
block. The RAF got the glory 
for saving London during the 
Blitz but women ‘‘manned”’ 
the anti-aircraft guns on Lon- 
don’s rooftops. In the:Nazi-oc- 
cupied countries of Europe, 
women fought alongside men 
in the underground, even 
though capture meant death 
by torture, 

Our own government came 
close to drafting women dur- 
ing World War II and proba- 
bly would have had the war 
gone on longer. In the event of 
a national emergency today,

“The seminars are 
necessary,’’ Lavelle said, 
“because of the complexities of 
the act. All interested citizens 
are invited to attend,” he said, 
“because of the far reaching 
consequences of the Campaign 
Financing Act.

“It is equally important that 


those who must comply with the 
law understand their respon- 
sibilities and what is required of 
them in the way of keeping 
records and filing properly.” 

Lavelle said State Board of 
Elections staff members will 
conduct the seminars and will 
be available to answer 
questions.

usually by heart attacks or 
strokes. It leaves others 
paralyzed ‘or incapacitated. It 
happens to one out of every two 
people. 

Almost every person is born 
with a normal, healthy heart 
and smooth, elastic blood 
vessels. 

Every person who eats begins 
to form deposits on the side 
walls of the blood vessels. 

Some people form the 
deposits more slowly than 
others. Women, it seems, have a 
very slow buildup to about age 
55, due possibly to female 
hormones. 

As time passes and the 
buildup continues, thé blood 
vessels lose their elasticity and 
become brittle, like an old hose. 


“Sometimes they completely 


close up, and sometimes part of 
the buildup breaks away and 
gets lodged someplace else. 

‘All of this can happen as early 
as age thirty in normal adult 
males. 4 

There are nine! factors in de- 
termining how advanced this 
process may be in an individual 

First, if the individual is 55 
years or older or a male 35 
years or older. Second, if there 
is any family history of car- 
diovascular disease. 

Third, if the individual is 
overweight. Fourth, if the in- 
dividual smokes. Fifth, if the 
individual suffers from 
hypertension (high blood 
pressure). 

Sixth, if the individual is 
diabetic. Seventh, if the ‘in- 
dividual’s cholesterol level is 
250 or over, or triglycericle 
level is 150 or over, or fasting 
blood sugar level is 110 or over 
(determined by blood tests). 

Eighth, if the individual is 
subject to a lot of stress or 
exhibits nervous tension. Ninth, 
if the individyal is in poor 
physical condition. 

In assessing these risk fac- 
tors, if an individual has one to 
three risk factors, he ranks in 
the 50-60 per cent bracket. For 
each additional risk, factor, add 
7 to 10 per cent. 

The soundest advice a person 
can receive is from his own 
physician.

beyond the Louisiana shore

AS WE BROKE through the thin white 
clouds, we looked out the windows of 
the helicopter and could see in the 
distance an awkward-looking gray 
shape rising above the blue water. 

We moved closer and it material- 
ized into a giant platform held by three 
huge legs. When the helicopter settled 
down on the platform's small landing 
pad, it was hard to believe we were 
150 miles off the coast of Louisiana in 
the Gulf of Mexico. This was Marlin 6 
—a drilling rig owned by Marlin Drill- 
ing Co, and currently on lease to Con- 
tinental Oil Co, 

Marlin 6 is just one unit in an exten- 
sive effort that has assembled an 
armada of ships, helicopters and thou- 
sands of men and women on the Gulf. 
Coast for one purpose—to locate and 
produce oil and natural gas to help 
combat the energy crisis. 


Since 1932 more than 19,000 wells 
have been drilled in a four-million- 
acre area of the Gulf of Mexico. 

Interior Department officials now 
believe that offshore drilling is the 
best way to achieve Project Independ- 
ence (the government's plan for self- 
sufficiency in energy by 1985). The 
Interior Department has speeded up 
the leasing of federal tracts.in the Gulf 
of Mexico and is considering leasing 
areas in the waters off the Atlantic 
Coast and in the Gulf of Alaska. 

Today, offshore oil and gas wells 
account for 15 to 17 percent of the 
nation’s petroleum output. 

The Interior Department believes 
that the 1.1 million barrels of oil per 
day now produced offshore might be 
boosted to 4 million by 1980 if the 
Atlantic Coast and Alaska areas are 
tapped. 

Steel plays a prominent role in this 
race for more petroleum sources. 
Tubular products are used in the drill- 
ing, gathering, refining and transmis- 
sion of fuel by both the oil and gas in- 
dustries. 

In addition, large quantities of con- 
struction and specialty steels, includ 
‘ing concrete reinforcing bars, are be- 
‘ing consumed by these industries to 
build more offshore drilling and pro- 
duction rigs and to expand or build 
new refineries on land, 

The American Petroleum Institute 
reports that there are 63 exploration 
and production rigs now operating in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Many of these rigs, tike the Marlin 
6, are large enough to provide living 
quarters for the crew, storage for sup- 
plies and hyge machinery for drilling 
into the ocean floor. 

Marlin 6 is a self-elevating mobile 
drilling platform. Its independent leg 
system and jacking system permit 
yeararound operation over almost 

vo

any type of ocean floor in water depths 
up to 300 ft. The rig can operate for 
several weeks without servicing from 
shore because it has a large storage 
capacity for supplies and air condi- 
tioned accommodations for 54 men 
and women. 

Women are moving into this pre- 
viously male-dominated vocation and 
are employed in support staffs on sea 
and shore. The Marlin 6 crew works 
12-hr. shifts—on seven days and off 
seven days. Crews are shuttled to and 
from the rigs by helicoptex Most of 
the Marlin 6 crew members live in 
Mississippi, Texas or Louisiana, 

What brings these people to this 
isolated area of: the Gulf? It’s the 
sense of adventure in some instances; 
in other instances—economics. What- 
ever the reasons, their jobs are related 
to locating and putting more wells into 
production 

In the simplest terms, an oil or gas 
well is a steel-encased hole which 
serves as a pipeline from the under- 
ground petroleum source to the sur- 
face. The same basic principle applies 
whether the well Is drilled on shore 
or under water. 

The well is drilled using a series of 
drilling bits that cut a hole into the 
rock strata. At a relatively shallow 
depth, the bit and drilling tools are 
removed, and steel casing (outer pipe 
of the well) is lowered into the hole 
and cemented into place. 

The drilling process is then re- 
peated, and the hole is drilled deeper 
and other smaller casings are placed 
inside the first ones, until the desired 
depth is reached. 

During the entire drilling procedure, 
precautions are taken to prevent the 
uncontrolled release of fluids or gases 
from the well. Automatic shutdown 
equipment, including subsurface safe- 
ty valves are attached as a precaution. 

A special fluid called “mud” is 
forced through the drill stem (hollow 
pipe that turns the bit) and.up the well 
between the drill stem and the hole 
created by the bit. This mud controls 
Pressures within, the well, lubricates 
and cools the bit, seals the rock strata 
until the casing Is In place, supports 
the sides-of the hole and carries the 
rock chips cut by the bit back to the 
surface, 

The density and other properties of 
the mud can be varied to meet condi- 
tions within each particular well 
Operations dre monitored with the lat- 
est electronic equipment during the 
drilling. - 


If ofl or gas is found in large enough | 


quantities, production casing is placed 
in the hole and cemented into place. 

Next, g special instrument contain- 
ing sockets which hold either explo- 
sive charges or bullets similar to those 
used in a gun Is lowered into the well. 


This instrument fires charges or bul- 
tets tkrough the casing into the rock 
and opens passages for the oil or 
natural gas to flow into the well above. 

Additional tubing, through which 
the oil or gas flows, is suspended 
within the innermost string of casing 
from an assembly of valves and other 
equipment.t the well head. This com- 
plex-looking apparatus is called a 
“christmas tree.” It controls the flow 
from the moment the well starts pro- 
ducing oil or gas 

It costs about $25,000 per day to 
operate the Marlin 6 rig, according to 
Floyd Trout, tool pusher (crew fore- 
man) for Marlin Drilling Co. Other rigs 
range from $20,000 to $75,000 per day. 

“Our chances are about 1 in 10 of 
finding significant quantities of oil or 
gas," said Trout. “We average 1,000 
ft. per day and usually go down to 
9,500 to 10,000 ft. before we stop drill- 
ing. Counting our get-ready time, this 
means we are in one spot from 10 days 
to two weeks,” he said. 

The workers are quick to refute 
environmental critics. Welder T. T. 
Daigle said, ‘Look at the water around 
the rig. Do you see any polluted water 
or dead fish? Of course not, just beau- 
tiful blue water." With a note of pride, 
Daigle said that Marlin 6 has its own 
sewage treatment plant. Then he 
pointed to several men near the railing 
“They're fishing, it's great out here!” 

Until recently, offshore drilling was 
possible in water depths up to 300 ft. 
Now it's possible to drill over 1,000 ft. 
deep. And oil men are currently ex- 
perimenting with methods capable of 
drilling in water depths exceeding 
6,000 ft

The other auditors were

WOODCHUCK 
(Marmota Monax) 


Found throughout the state, the woodchuck 
is generally grayish-brown, weighs up to 14 
pounds and lives to bé 5 to 6 years of age. 
‘When alarmed he will give a loud, shrill 
whistle, and when angered he chatters or 
grinds his teeth together. Often called 
groundhog, he prefers to live in the parts of 
timber bordered by open lands, along fence 
rows or stream banks. A burrowing animal, 
his den usually contains two to three escape 
routes. By late October, most woodchucks are 
hibernating, but often emerging from sleep as 
early as the first week in February. Wood- 
chucks are very alert and spend a great deal 
of their time outside Oo Oe ee oe et 
alternately rising yp on legs to 
the air oe look scour: At the least alarm, 
they freeze momentarily, then dash to their 

- burrow. Their home range is rarely farther 
than a half-mile fo the barrow.

You pay Social Security 
taxes only if you are self-em- 


ployed or working as an em- ° 


ployee ina job covered by So- 
cial Security. 

You can freeze your ac- 
count only if you have quit 
working because of a serious 
disability .and have worked 
the required length of time in 
employment covered by So- 
cial Security. Meeting that re- 
quirement would also make 
you eligible to receive month- 
ly disability benefits. 


Q. Prior to his death, my 
husband received Civil Serv- 
ice Retirement benefits but 
had not worked long enough to 
be eligible for Social Security. 

I worked myself at different 
times under Social Security 
starting in 1937 and I assumed 
that since I was a 60 year old 
widow when he died I could 
start collecting my Social Se- 
curity. I was told I would not 
be eligible until age 62. — 
Mrs. 1.G.S. 

A. I'm afraid that is right. 

In order to collect widow's 
benefits at age 60 you would 
have to be eligible to receive 
benefits based on your hus- 
band’s account. 

You will be eligible to re- 
ceive reduced retirement 
benefits at age 62 based on 
your own work.

Improving, changing and 
updating the downtown area of 
Madison was the topic of the 
Madison Rotary Club meeting 
Wednesday in the Madison 
Recreation Center, with 50 
members and guests in at- 
tendance. i 

Rotarian Mike Sasyk, Mayor 
of Madison introduced Allen W. 
Johnson. of Greenville, Ill, a 
representative of: Update, a 
firm specializing in 
rejuvenating and improving old 
downtown areas. 

The program was presented 
as a part of the Community 
Development Committee's 
current efforts to improve the 
downtown area of Madison. 

Johnson's firm has done 13 
“Updates” in Illinois during the 
past’ two years. He showed 
slides of some of the work done 
in Pontiac, Taylorville, 
Bloomington, Woodstock and 
other Hlinois cities.

He said that some type:

Early Indians had a 
Garden of Eden here 


(Editor’s Note: The archae- 
ological field school of North- 
western University is 
excavating and analyzing 
signs of Indian culture on a 
farm site in mid-Dlinois. The 
Koster farm site became the 
largest project of seven in the 
area in 1969. Stuart Srueve, a 
Northwestern University pro- 
fessor of anthropology, js di- 
recting the work.)

KAMPSVILLE, Ill. — Stow- 
ly scraping away the topsoil in 
a Downstate farm field, young 
investigators hunch over a 
plot of dirt six feet square. 

They burrow meticulously, 
hoping to unearth secrets hid- 
den by thousands of years of 
weathering. 

The passing years have 
thrown a protective blanket of 
soil over the remnants of for- 
mer civilizations here, and 
archaeologists from North- 
western University are peel- 
ing back nature’s rich, brown 
wrapping. 

The land near Kampsville, 
an Illinois River town, was 
once the home grourids of 
woodlands Indians. Surface 
surveys have pinpointed close 
to 700 prehistoric communi- 
ties in the area, seven of 
which have been excavated. 

“Any time man occupies an 
area, he leaves his garbage,” 
said Cynthia Covey, an 
archaeologist and volunteer 
lecturer for the school’s an- 
thropology program. 

These biological leftovers 
reveal the lifestyles, habitats, 
and social structures of for- 
mer civilizations. The archae- 
ologists’ job at the 3,000- 
square-mile campus along the 
river is to piece together the 
evidence and form a picture 
of early man in Dlinois. 

The process is tedious. 
Starting at ground level, the 
archaeologists search in six- 
foot squares, exposing layers 
of soil three inches deep. 
Taking note of the geograph- 
ical locations of any artifacts 
discovered, the soil is sifted, 
first visually and then through 
a screening table of one-half- 
inch mesh. 

Approximately 60 per cent 
of the artifacts are left on top 
of the screen, and the others 
are picked out by hand from 
the strained soil. Eventually 
the remaining dust is dis- 
posed. 

The sketch so far shows 
what Covey described as a 
“Garden of Eden’ for Illinois’ 
early inhabitants. 

Living off the land without 
cultivated crops, the sur- 
rounding forests of nut trees 
dropped food on the ground, 
ripe for gathering. 

Flocks of birds migrated 
along the Mississippi River 
flyway, much as they still do 
today. 

More than 400 varieties of 
fish fed in the backwaters and 
inlets of the Illinois, and the 
natives trapped them in the 
shallows with nets. 

And the limestone bluffs 
above the river provided 
shelter from wind, rain and, 
perhaps, enemies. 

There is little doubt that the 
Midwest network of rivers 
was a lifeline of goods and 
travel for these early inhabi- 
tants, according to Covey. 

Experts have discovered 
signs of trade, iron trinkets 
that probably were acquired 
from Lake Superior Indians 
who used the Mississippi as a 
commerce route. 

From the Kampsville sites, 
45 miles north of St. Louis 
near the confluence of the Illi- 


nois and Mississippi, signs of 
civilization follow the river 
routes to Ohio ‘and north to 
Minnesota. 

Many of the communities 
attracted larger populations, 
said Covey. Cahokia was 
heavily built up and the city 
may have grown to 40,000 
people at one time, she said. 

From skeletons the archae- 
ologists deduce the life-styles 
of these early inhabitants who 
may have lived near Kamps- 
ville as late as 1000 A.D. 

The average life-span 
seems to end in the early 40s. 
Although small in stature, 
some skeletons have docu- 
mented Indians as tall as 6 
feet 3. 

Arthritis sometimes 
plagued the generally healthy 
civilization, but no epidemic 
seems to have driven the river 
dweliers away from their 
early Eden. 

A major unresolved ques- 
tion — the reason for their 
exodus from the area — may 
never be uncovered. The 
archaeologists also are prob- 
ing for a turning point in the 
Indian history, the advent of 
agriculture, in the layer cake 
of soil. 

Still, the coloring of the dirt 
is revealing evidence of 
earlier and earlier communi- ~ 
ties of people. The reddish tint 
of the exposed ground is 
showing locations of fires and 
meal-making activities. 

Blocks of dirt, hardened to- 
gether, are allowing the his- 
tory searchers to reconstruct 
buildings, walls and even the 
main walkways of towns. 

But the scientific studies 
could be most disturbed by 
the approach of modern 
civilization, Covey warned. 

Construction plans for 
roads and bridges spanning 
the rivers could erase some 
signs of the bluff dwellers, the 
Indians of the Illinois, and 
Mississippi. 

“We have life here, 7,000 to 
8,000 years ago,” she said, 
pointing at the map with a 
rusty trowel. 

But, now, “time is rushing 
upon us; when man comes in, 
we'll lose our sites."” 

And with those sites, some 
evidence of as many as 15 pre- 
historic cultures may remain 
entombed beneath the Illinois 
landscape. 


May end fines 
against cities 

The Illinois Industrial 
Commission and Department of 
Labor announced today’ they 
are considering the issuance of 
a rule in regard to possible 
alternatives to monetary 
penalties for municipalities 
which have been cited for 
violations of health and safety 
standards. 

The commission and the 
department are soliciting views 
of interested parties and have 
specified a 30-day period for 
written reaction to the proposal. 

Suggestions about possible 
alternative penalties would be 
of chief interest. 

The proposal was prompted 
by the problem arising from 
assessing fines against 
municipalities which may then 
pass on the fines to residents in 
tho form of increased taxes or 
decreased services, a 
spokesman said.

Some safe recipes 
for a.sweet tooth

* Most people enjoy sweet 
treats and it is not inconsis- 
tent that fat people have a 
greater propensity for sugary 
tidbits than the slender. 

We are “hooked” from 
childhood on ice cream sodas, 
chocolate bars and fudge. 
Sometimes they are used to 
assuage unhappiness, some- 
times as a reward, most of the 
time, because they just plain 
taste good. 

‘There is nothing wrong with 
an occasional indulgence, and 
certainly childhood would be 
deprived if sugar treats were 
categorically denied. 

Adulthood diminishes the 
desire for sweets in some 
people but others remain en- 
slaved to the sap of the sugar 
cane, Frequent capitulations 
to the urge leads to an unhap- 
py state of obesity. 

There are ways to feed the 
sweet tooth without serving a 
dipper of ice cream over a 
piece of cherry pie. Let me 
give you some delightful 
recipes which will satisfy 
your desire for sweets and yet 
not endanger your shape. 


APRICOT RUM WHIP: 
(You can substitute other 
fruits.) Drain 4 cans of diet 
apricots, reserve 3 or 4 for 
topping, and place the rest in 
a blender and puree. Beat 3 
egg whites until stiff. Add 2 
tablespoons of rum and % cup 
of non-dairy topping. Fold all 
together. Serve chilled, 
garnished with halves of the 
apricots you have set aside. 
Serves 6 to 8. 


PETIT POTS: Prepare 2 
packages of plain or dietetic 


vanilla pudding according to 
directions on the package 
using ¥4 cup of rum (or a dash 
of rum flavoring in the milk) 
in place of the milk. Chill and 
serve with a slice of pineapple 
on top and sprigs of mint. 
Serves 6 to 8. 


STRAWBERRIES ROMA- 
NOFF: Whip 2 cups of ice 
milk and fold in 1 cup whipped 
non-dairy topping. Add the 
juice of 1 lemon and 3 ounces 
Triple Sec over 8 cups of 
chilled strawberries. Add the 
cream mixture to strawber- 
ries and combine. Pile into 
tall glass serving dishes, Top 
each serving with 1 whole 
strawberry. Serves 8. 


DIXIE PEACHES: Drain 8 
large canned peach halves 
and dry on paper towel. Beat 3 
egg yolks and combine with 16 
small macaroons, crushed, 
and % cup of chopped English 
walnuts. Fill peach hollows 
with mixture. To make 
meringue, beat the 3 egg 
whites until stiff, add 6 table- 
spoons of sugar and continue 
beating until meringue is stiff. 
Cover peaches with meringue 
and place, not touching each 
other, ona baking sheet. Bake 
at 325 degrees for about 20 
minutes or until meringue is 
browned lightly. Cool to 
serve. 


FUN FUDGE: 


2 cups non-fat dry milk 

Yel tsp. powdered sugar 
substitute (or to taste) 

pinch of salt or salt substi- 
tute 


1-2tsp. vanilla extract (orto 


taste) 
¥a-M tsp. any flavoring ex- 
tract (or to taste) 
few drops any food coloring 
— if desired 
34 tsp. water to make fudgy 
consistency 
Knead all ingredients to- 
gether until smooth.

Prevention is best 
control for cancer 


By MARION WELLS 


Those for whom cancer is 
synonymous withifear will be 
encouraged by the words of 
one American Cancer Society 
official: ‘Cancer prevention 
offers the greatest possibility 
for its control.’ Many 
authorities feel the action you 
take now may help defeat this 
enemy before it attacks. 

Various experts estimate 
that there may be some rela- 
tionship between environ- 
mental factors and cancerous 
tumors up to NINETY PER 
CENT of the time. How can 
you reduce your cancer risk? 

First, if you make sure your 
diet contains enough rough- 
age, there may be less chance 
of cancer ‘“‘getting you from 
behind.” Although’ all the 


findings are not in, increasing 
evidence suggests inadequate 
intake of fiber may be a con- 
tributing factor in cancer of 
the colon and rectum, which 
reportedly now strikes more 
Americans: than any other 
major malignancy. UNre- 
fined whole grain cereals and 
breads are considered a par- 
ticularly good source of 
roughage. Other good sources 
include some fruits and such 
vegetables as broccoli, car- 
rots, cabbage, cauliflower, 
brussels sprouts and egg- 
plant. If special medical con- 
ditions warrant, ask your 
physician’s guidance in deter- 
mining which sources of bulk 
are best for you. 

Do you smoke? You may be 
buying cancer by the pack. 
One government expert 


warned that “the risk of lung 
cancer increases in propor- 
tion to the number of 
cigarettes smoked. Among 
heavy smokers the risk is 20 
times greater than among 
nonsmokers."’ ‘‘Banning the 
butt” lowers your risk. Inci- 
dentally, smoking also 
increases your chances of de- 
veloping bladder, mouth and 
throat cancers. 

Is heavy drinking related to 
cancer? Concerning pharynx, 
larynx and mouth cancers, a 
recent government report on 
alcoholism notes that “‘tobac- 
co use and alcohol consump- 
tion each contributes sepa- 
rately to increased risk of 
cancer, and data suggest that 
heavy use of both has an addi- 


- tive and possibly even a 


synergistic effect in increas- 


ing risk.” 

What about ~ nutrient 
deficiencies and cancer? An 
apparent association has been 
reported between certain can- 
cers and anemia and malnu- 
trition. According to a United 
States Department of Agri- 
culture report, ‘‘... indi- 
viduals in good nutritional 
state are less likely to develop 
cancer.” This same report 
estimates we might reduce 
cancer incidence and deaths 
by as much as 20 per cent sim- 
ply by improving our diet. 

Do food additives add to our 
cancer risk? Processed, 
packaged items are loaded 
with so many additives ‘that 
even scientists can’t be sure 
how longterm exposure to a 
combination of these and 
other chemicals may affect 
our health. 

There is current concern 
about nitrite, added to many 
processed meats and some 
smoked fish. Under suitable 
conditions nitrite can react 
with ceftain amines (includ- 
ing many drugs) to form 
nitrosamines. The majority of 
nitrosamines tested can cause 


cancer in test animals. Ex- 
periments primarily with ani- 
mals have created some con- 
cern that such potentially 
cancer-causing chemicals 
might be formed in the human 


system. 

In the personal professional 
opinion of Jacqueline Verrett, 
Ph.D., for years a researcher 


the evidence, the prudent 
assumption must be that 
when you ingest nitrite and 
amines at the same time or in 
close proximity, so that they 
remain in the stomach to 
gether long enough to inter- 
act, you run the risk of creat- 
ing nitrosamines.”” The 
prudent procedure is to 
READ LABELS CARE- 
FULLY, avoid nitrite (and 
nitrate) additives as much as 
possible, and also try to limit 
your intake of other added 
chemicals. 

To further increase cancer 
prevention potential, avoid 
unnecessary radiation expo- 
sure and overexposure to sun. 
Pick a living location away 
from heavily polluted areas if

caused by jagged teeth or ill- 
fitting dental plates.” 

Finally, have frequent 
medical checkups and cancer 
screening at recommended 
intervals. The next best thing 
to cancer prevention is 
EARLY DETECTION AND 
TREATMENT. Don't give 
cancer a chance to ‘grow on 
you.”

Nameoki Township Super- 
visor Louis Whitsell and’ the 
township’s highway com- 
missioner, Albert Bell, were 
granted large increases in pay 
by the Nameoki Town Board of 
Auditors Monday night. 

Auditor Norman Hessler, who 
has announced he is resigning 
from the board, made the pay 
raise motions in what was to 
have been his last meeting as an 
auditor. He later agreed to 
remain on, the board until a 
successor can be chosen. 

Hessler’s idea first was 
brought to the board in a letter 
which noted the state last year 
extended the terms of the 
supervisor and highway com- 
missioner two years so they can 
run with the auditors and save 
the cost of a separate election. 

The letter also noted the state 
recently passed legislation 
allowing the salaries of the two 
officers to be raised to help 
compensate for inflation during: 
the extra two years, 

rhe special legislation was

needed because state law 
normally prohibits pay raises 
unless granted by a board for 
officials to be elected in the next 
Tegular election. 

Only newly elected or re 
elected officials may receive 
increases in pay at the begin- 
ning of new terms. 

Hessler suggested Whitsell’s 
pay as supervisor of general 
assistance be doubled, from 
$3,900 to $7,800 per year. 

That figure was trimmed by 
the board to $7,020. Whitsell also 
receives $1,716 per year for 
being township supervisor and 
$1,000 per year for being 
treasurer. The increase in his 
general assistance supervisor's 
pay gave him a 47 per cent 
increase, from the former total 
of $6,616 per year to the new 
total of $9,736. 

Whitsell, who also works for a 
tool and die firm and who 
receives per diem pay ag a 
member of the Madison County 
Board and several county

‘to winter 


drivers 
By FRANK MACOMBER 


Adequate tire tread, while it 
is important all year round, is 
essential during the winter 
months, when roads and high- 
ways are likely to be slippery. 
In most states, it’s illegal to 

+ drive with tires having a tread 
depth of less than 232nds of 
an inch. | ~ : 

Remember, tires are your 
car’s only contact with the 
road, Their condition deter- 
mines how well your auto 
starts, stops and takes you 
around curves or through ice, 
water, snow and mud. 

If you scream around 
corners or use jackrabbit 
starts, you rub off tread on the 
road and wear down the tires. 
Since tread is the chief ele- 
ment that keeps you from 
skidding on the highway, 
when it’s worn away you may 
lose control, especially on wet 
pavement. 

Even the chance of skidding 
ona dry road is up to 10 times 
greater with bald tires. 

If you drive with a bald tire 
on a wet road your auto 
actually may lift right off the 
surface. Since there are no 
tread grooves to allow water 
to drain as the tire rolls along, 
it actually “surfs” on the 
water. 

If you doubt this, find out for 
yourself with two pieces of 
smooth plastic. A few drops of 
water .between the plastic 
sheets will cause them to slide 
over one another the way a 
bald tire slides on a slick road. 

A tire with less than 232nds 
of an inch of tread also is 50 
times more likely to become a 
flat tire than one with ample 
tread, since it’s easier for 
road hazards to penetrate a 
thin layer of tread rubber,

Another winter problem 
confronting drivers — even 
many who have been motor- 
ists for years — is cold 
weather starting. John W. 
Bonnel, Los Angeles district 
manager of the Ford cus- 
tomer service division, has 
some suggestions about 
winter starts and how they 
will save fuel. 

First, he advises, read or 
reread the “how to start your 
car” section of the owner's 
manual. 

“It's amazing how many 
drivers still retain out-of-date 
notions about how to start 
their cars,” Bonnel says. ‘My 
guess is that we could go a 
long way toward reaching 
President Ford's announced 
goal of a 5 per cent reduction 
in fuel use just by proper ad- 
herence to the manufac- 
turers’ starting procedures 
for varying climatic condi- 
tions and engine tempera- 

For instance, he explains, 
most Ford cars require only a 
single depression of the 
throttle when the engine is 
cold, rather than repeated 
pumping. With a hot engine 
your manual may recom- 
mend a slight pressure on the 
accelerator to help starting. 
In extremely cold weather, 
however — below 10 degrees 
Fahrenheit — most car 
makers recommend that you 
push down the throttle once to 
enrich the fuel mixture before 
going through the rest of the 
recommended starting cycle. 

“Properly started, an en- 
gine doesn't require the’ one, 
two and sometimes three 
pumps of the accelerator 
pedal that has become an in- 
grained habit’ with most 
drivers as they start out each 
day,” says Bonnel. 

“Eliminating this habit 
alone could save more than a 
dollar a week in gasoline 
costs, especially at today’s 
prices.””

CONSUMER CUES 
Dangers can lurk 
in child's toy box 


By BARB MAYER 


CHICAGO — Despite re- 
peated warnings, rigorous 
safety testing and banning of 
dangerous toys, the tragedies 
continue: 

— 143,000 toy-related in- 
juries treated in hospital 
emergency rooms throughout 
the United States during 1973; 

— 30,000 deaths from toy- 
related ‘injuries. 

— An estimated 35,000 acci- 
dents involving toys each year 
in Illinois. 

The Consumer Product 
Safety Commission publishes 
a “Banned Toys List’’ of ap- 
proximately 650 toys. How- 
ever, the listing of a toy is no 
guarantee that it won't ap- 
pear on a toy department 
shelf in even the most safety- 
conscious department store. 

With more then 1,200 manu- 
facturers producing 150,000 
different toys, there's a lot of 
margin for error. 

Toy industry spokesmen 
are becoming more sensitive 
to consumer critics. They’re 
subjecting toys to simulation 
tests to determine just how 
much abuse they can take. 

According to Randolph Bar- 
ton, president of the Toy 
Manufacturers of America, a 
simple, plastic truck intended 
for a_ three-year-old child 
must meet more than 50 sepa- 
rate tests before it is shipped 
to stores. 

But continuing toy-related 
accidents hint that not all 
manufacturers are willing to 
make the extra effort to as- 
sure their products’ safety. 

Inevitably, the burden of 
deciding whether a toy is safe 
shifts back to the parent's 
shoulders. Often, toys that 


Pass safety tests can still 
cause injury if they are used 
improperly or given to a child 
who is too young. 

Parents should be 
particularly alert for toys 
with sharp edges that can 
cause puncture wounds, toys 
that come apart in small 
pieces that can be swallowed 
by a child, toys that make ex- 
cessively loud noises and guns 
that shoot darts, arrows or 
bullets. 

Toys that heat up, such as 
ovens andgcookers, can be 
hazardous, ticularly to a 
young child. 

Electrical toys should be 
used with adult supervision. 
Make sure the child under- 
stands the instructions and 
Imows how to connect and dis- 
connect an electrical toy — by 
holding onto the rubbér plug 
rather than pulling on the 
cord 


Defects in toys may not 
show up when they're new. 
Toys should be checked 
periodically, particularly if 
they have been left outside, 
for rusting and weakening of 
components, loosening of 
parts and development of 
sharp points or jagged edges.

Tonsillectomy, the oper- 
ation by which the tonsils are 

removed, is not without riak to 
ne patient: Tonsils are'collec- 


tions of lymphoid: tissue lo-’ 


cated at the back of the throat 
on each side. Above the tonsils 
but hidden from view by the 
palate, are the adenoids, 
smaller sacks also. containing 
lymphoid tissue. The work of 
the tonsils is not completely 
understood, but these organs 
are generally thought to be 
filters for the germs which 
cause throat infections as well 
as factories for the making of 
antibodies which fight dis- 
ease. : 

Operating on tonsils is a 
relatively easy task since the 
tonsils are readily accessible 
and visible through the open 
mouth, Tonsillectomy is usu- 
ally done as a surgical dissec- 
tion, but occasionally the tis- 
sue is destroyed by freezing, 
using a cold metal probe. Of- 
ten the adenoids are removed 
at the same time in a com- 
bined operation called ‘‘ton-

Thin ice 
can trap 


unwary

Love is ... never telling 
your spouse you are freezing 
during an ice fishing outing. 

Or, maybe love is .., having 
the common sense to know 
when you've had enough of a 
cold day on the ice. 

In any case, there was a 
time when only the most 
hardy sportsmen would ice 
fish during the winter. And, 
just a few years ago, those 
who saw sportsmen out on the 
ice believed ice fishermen had 
a case of the crazies. 

This, fortunately, is no long- 
er the case. The sport of ice 
fishing has skyrocketed in 
popularity during the last few 
years and today it’s an activ- 
it. enjoyed by the entire fam- 


Mesides the sport itself, the 
prime reason is the develop- 
ment of cold weather clothing, 
which allows the angler and 
his family to spend the day on 
the ice in relative comfort de- 
spite subfreezing tempera- 
tures. 

Warmth without weight is 
the keynote of today’s cold 
weather clothing. Although 
much progress was made 
during World War II and the 
Korean War, the greatest ad- 
vancements were brought 
about by the growing popular- 
ity of the snowmobile. 

Snowmobile suits are ex- 
tremely popular among ice 
fishermen and the suits are 
available in all sizes. 

During the winter it’s a 
common sight to see ice fish- 
ermen and their families en- 
joying cookouts out on the ice. 
The flavor of fish is excellent 
when taken from cold water. 

The fish flesh is white and 
firm and little deterioration 
takes place as compared to 
warm weather months. Fish 
can be caught and dropped 
onto the ice, where they usu- 
ally freeze quickly. 

Ice fishermen generally 
have to thaw out the fish to 
clean them. And, with the cost 
of meat these days, ice fishing 
has another benefit — it 
doesn’t hurt to have a 
ay of fish in the freezer.

T.and A. is probably the op- 
eration most frequently done 
in this country. About a mil- 
lion such operations are done 
here each year. But all doc- 
tors do not agree that such op- 
erations are necessary. De- 
spite the frequency with 
which the operation is per- 
formed, some of the basic 
questions about it remain un- 
answered. 


The most it ques- 
tion is, of course, whether or 
not T. and A. is helpful. Does 
tonsillectomy reduce sus- 
ceptibility to sore. throat, 
colds, and. other problems of 
the upper iratory tract? 
Does the adenoids: 


really improve the health of 
the middle ear and prevent 
loss of hearing? One recent 
study showed that about 60 
per cent of patients had im- 
provement in the health of the 
middle ear after the adenoids 
were removed.

Vitamin 
flap 
continues

WASHING1 4 — If you're 
looking for a ise or contro- 
versy to consume some ex- 
cess energy in 1975, have you 
considered The Great Vita- 
min Flap? 

You may recall that in Au- 
gust, 1973, the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration pro- 
posed regulations that would 
tightly control the therapeutic 
claims that could be made for 
vitamin preparations, require 
certain high concentrations of 
vitamins to be labled as 
drugs, and impose other re- 
strictions. 

The FDA's action came in 
the wake of great publicity 
about the alleged wonders of 
vitamin C as protection 
against the common cold 
when taken in huge quanti- 


ties. 

Nobel Prize-winning scien- 
tist Linus Pauling gave the 
claim credibility when he said 
he's been taking 3,000 milli- 
grams daily for years and 
hasn’t had a cold. (The FDA 
Says 60 mg. are all you need 
for good health.) 

Soon celebrities, from ath- 
letes to actors, were into the 
megavitamin scene, gulping 
them like candy and attesting 
to their invigorating effects, 
including sexual potency. 
Business picked up at health 
food stores and mail-order vi- 
tamin houses, { 

But the FDA had come to © 
the conclusion after seven 


. years of study that the thera- 


peutic claims for what it con- 
sidered excessive amounts of 
vitamins, especially in combi- 
nation with other alleged nu- 
trients, were in large part 
misleading and thus consti- 
tuted a form of consumer 
fraud by some manufacturers 
and retailers. 

The FDA’s main point is 
that the diet of most i 
cans contains sufficient ratu- 
ral vitamins. The FDA ‘argues 
that there is no medical valid- 
ity to the megavitamin 
claims, and that for some per- 
sons such consumption could 
be harmful. 

The $350-million-a-year vi- 

tamin industry objected vig- 

orously, and the fight was on. 

In late 1973 and’ into, 1974, 
Congress was flooded with 
mail protesting the proposed 
regulations. Much of the mail 
was instigated by the Califor- 
nia-based National Health 
Federation, which says it be- 
lieves in the ‘freedom of 
choice now and always exer- 
cised by American citizens as 
to their diet'’ and opposes 
“diet dictation” from Wash- 
ington.

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Higher governing bodies will need to be dismantled if 
they thwart responsible operation of local university 


Is Illinois overstructured in 
regard to its examination of 
university costs? Many think so, and 
they are further convinced of this by 
the current financial squeeze on 
Southern Illinois University. at 
Edwardsville. 

The dilemma has prompted SIUE 
officials to consider explaining their 
needs directly to state legislators, a 
method that worked well during the 
long growth period experienced by 
Southern Illinois University first at 
Carbondale and then at the Carbon- 
dale and Edwardsville campuses. 

The many universities and 
colleges in Illinois currently are 
governed by their . own 
administrations, their system 
boards, the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education, the Capital Development 
Board and the General Assembly. 
These. constitute a considerable 
number of layers each one 
involving a staff and a tax-supported 
budget. 

The Capital Development Board 
was spotlighted locally when 
Governor Daniel Walker took office 
two years ago and designated 
Robert Gibson as CDB chairman. A 
former Granite Cityan, Gibson is the 
Illinois AFL-CIO — secretary- 
treasurer. 

Gibson was fired from the CDB 
post before even beginning it when 
aides of Gov. Walker decided. the 
Chicago union official was not 
sufficiently responsive to their 
dictates in regard to legislative 
lobbying. 

The incident is vaguely 
reminiscent of the Walker staff’s 
pressure tactics in the 1975 Illinois 
House speakership battle, including 
a threat to block the $15 million civic 
center that might be used 60 per cent 
of the time by SIUE if the center is 
built on the local campus. 

+++ 

The operating budget recom- 
mendation for SIUE for the 1975-76 
fiscal year beginning July 1 has been 
termed ‘‘disastrous”’ by Dr. John S. 
Rendleman, SIUE president. The 
university had originally requested 
$34,166,000 in operating funds, and 
action by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education reduced the 
request to $30,390,500. The operating 
budget for the current fiscal year is 
$28,295,000. . 

Dr. Rendleman said the apparent 
net increase in operating funds is 
“‘deceiving’’ because of special 
programs, salary and _ price 
increases which the BHE says are to 
be funded with the additional 
money. He also cited the impact on 
the university of proposed cuts in 
tuition waivers, and a deficit in 
funding for student wages. 

‘‘When these factors are taken into 
consideration, we face a net erosion 
of $1,634,700, which is actually a 
reduction of 5.8 per cent in operating 
funds in one year. From 1970-71 
through the current fiscal year, the 
cumulative budget reduction has 
been 20 per cent. 

“While we have cooperated fully 
in absorbing these reductions in the 
past, we are now at a point where 
further erosion will seriously affect 
the integrity of this institution,’’ the 
university president said.

He added that special programs 
alone would cut $1,051,500 from the 
operating base if all the programs 
recommended and advocated by the 
BHE were to be implemented. 
Enforcement of a two per cent limit 
on tuition waivers could cost, SIUE 
another $423,200, Dr. Rendleman 
said, ‘‘because without current 
waivers enrollment can be expected 
to decline. Our students are finding 
it increasingly difficult to meet 
tuition payments in the face of the 
economic decline and higher 
unemployment rates.” 

He said the BHE recommendation 
also leaves the university with a 
$160,000 inadequacy in student 
wages. SIUE, along with other 
educational institutions, has had to 
boost student wages to meet new 
minimum federal wage-hour 
requirements. About 75 per cent of

In my Senatorial offices in 
Chicago, Springfield and 
Washington, we had a full and 
productive year. In many ways, 
we tried to serve all the people 
and interests of Illinois in 1974. 

Certainly our most gratifying 
legislative accomplishment of 
the year was the passage of the 
budget reform act — an act the 
President called the most 
significant budgetary 
legislation ever adopted when 
he signed it into law last July. 


For me, its passage was the 
culmination of eight years of 
legislative effort to bring sound 
business procedures to the 
multi-billion-dollar business of 
government. 

By making Congress an ac- 
tive partner in preparing the 
federal budget — and thus 
forcing Congress to establish 
Spending ceilings and priorities 
— the new act should assure 
more fiscally sane budget- 
making than in recent years, 
and thus help combat inflation. 

Another highlight of the 
legislative year was the 
passage of new election cam- 
paign reforms. 

Although the legislation is not 
as strict and as far-reaching as 
we had worked for, it does 
sharply limit the amount that 
can spent on — and con- 
tributed to — Congressional and 
Presidential campaigns. 


This should put an end to 
slush funds, sales of am- 
bassadorships and other 
flagrant abuses of our electorial 
process; I hope that it also will 
help to restore Americans’ faith 
in their own political system, 
which understandably was so 
shaken by Watergate. 

On other fronts, the severe 
problems confronting so 
many of our elderly citizens 
have been a continuing 
priority for me. 

In 1974, 1 introduced a 
major legislative program to 
ease the heavy egonomic 
burdens of most older 
Americans, Much remains to 
be done in terms of housing, 
nutrition, employment and 
medical and institutional care 
if we are to help our elderly 
help themselves: we will not 
Jet up on this in 1975. 


We have been working hard 
for the legislative protection of 
consumers by trying to 
establish an advocate for their 
interests within government 

We were successful this year 
in enacting greater protection 
of individual privacy; in the era 
of the “‘bug’’ and the computer, 
new safeguards are urgently 
needed. Too, we are trying to do 
away with waste in government 
as well as government 
regulation of businesses which 
proves to be harassi in- 
flationary or anti-competitive 

And in a variety of ways we 
are seeking and suggesting 
answers to the serious economic 
and energy problems now 
confronting our country — 
problems that have now 
assumed the number one 
priority in my office. 

Combined with Watergate, 
these problems were among the 
chief reasons why 1974 was not a 
good year for America. 

ically, it was a 

ng year for most, a 
devastating year for many. 
Since last December, prices 
have risen a staggering 12.2 per 
cent; the price of food alone has 
shot up 11.9 per cent. 
~ Few Americans have incomes 
that can keep pace with such 
increases; for those on fixed 
incomes, the current rate of 
inflation is frequently 
catastrophic. 

Inflation is not our only 
economic headache; we also 
find ourselves in the midst of 
an accelerating recession, 
perhaps the most severe since 
World War II. In Illinois, a 
quarter of a million men and 
women who want to work are 
without jobs. 

I don’t pretend to know how to 


reverse our current economic 
decline overnight, nor do I have 
a miracle cure for the energy 
crunch (which is likely to be 
with us for a long time). 

But I am convinced that more 
can be done to head off even 
more severe problems in the 
months and years ahead. 

Certainly in the energy field, 
we can — and should — do a 
great deal immediately to 
prepare ourselves for any 
future, potentially crippling oil 
embargo. 

Unlike many observers, I 
think the American people are 
willing to make whatever 
sacrifices may be necessary, 
even sacrifices in advance, so 
long as they understand what is 
at stake. 

I believe we are now entering 
a period of national readjust- 
ment. Starting in 1975, and well 
beyond, the American way of 
life is going to changé, whether 
we like it or not. 

Since the end of World War II, 
thé U. S. has been the dominant 
economic and political force in 
the world and, until recently, 
the dominant military force as 
well. Infinitely rich in nearly all 
natural resources (or so it 
seemed), our standard of living 
was in a league all its own. 


Now suddently, we are being 
rudely awakened to the fact that 
everything has changed, in- 
cluding our accessibility to 
resources, our technical 
capabilities, and our 
economically secure place in 
the world. Future shock is here. 

At the United Nations this 
fall, where Sen. Symington and 
I served as Senatorial members 
of the U. S. delgation, I was 
forcefully reminded by vote 
after vote that the U. S. no 
longer dominates the world 
community, as it did for so 
many years 

But perhaps the most com- 
pelling signal of how 
dramatically the ‘world has 
changed was last winter's oil 
embargo (and today's oil 
prices). If we didn’t realize it 
before, we know now that the 
United States is no longer a 
wholly self-sufficient, 
necessarily prosperous nation. 


Among other things, this 
means that we must begin to 
operate within a new 
framework of national self- 
restraint — restraint in our 
indulgent consumption of 
energy, in the plunder of our 
own natural resources, in our 
headlong pursuit of bigness, 
and in our long: e habits of 
national extravagance and 
waste. 

Waste of any sort makes 
less and less sense at a time 
when there is not enough — 
food, oil, money, anything — 
to go around. Can we really 
justify, for instance, con- 
tinuing to use 33 per cent of 
the world’s limited energy 
supply when we comprise 
only 6 per cent of its total 
population? 


I believe that all of us — here 
in the United States and 
throughout the world — must 
adopt an increasingly global 
view of the human 
predicament. 

Food, energy, weaponry, 
population, pollution, inflation, 
recession — all of these and 
more cut across national 
boundaries now, as do all the 
related problems, hazards and 
opportunities. 

No nation is an island any 
more. 

What has made this past 
decade so difficult is that we 
Americans have been forced to 
recognize our own limits — and 
our limits as a nation. 

By now, however, we should 
have absorbed these lessons. 

Let us make the neccessary 
modifications and adjustments, 
and then move on from there. 

In a spirit of cooperation, 
compassion and good will, not 
just toward each other, but 
toward the entire human 
family, let us rededicate our- 
selves to bettering our country 
and our world.

Cityan, heads the E. A 
Friedman Co. furniture and 
hardware business here. 

Chromalloy American, a 
Clayton-based conglomerate, 
now offers its top officer con- 
siderable assurance that the 
present economic cycle will not 
again see him walking the 
streets looking for a job. Thanks 
primarily to his business 
acumen, the company he built 
has planned so well that it has 
become almost recession-proof. 

Net income in the first nine 
months of 1974, January- 
September, was $19,550,000, 
compared with $18,094,000 in the 
first three-quarters of 1973. 
Fully-diluted share earnings of 
$1.60 and primary share ear- 
nings of $1.74 represented 
improvements over the 
previous period’s $1.47 and 
$1.58. 

Friedman commented this 
week that ‘1975 seems to be 
coming on with more than the 
usual number of perplexing 
problems, for business and 
industry.

Although its expansion has 
been spectacular and its size is 
immense, Chromalloy 
American Corp. ‘is a relatively 
young firm. 

It regards itself as ‘‘a cor- 
porate family of creative 
companies — greater by far 
than the sum of its individual 
parts.” Its story of growth is 
described as “not only exciting, 
but unique.” 

Chromalloy is managed by 
“people who bring together the 
full range of managerial, 
financial and technical skills 
required for dynamic growth in 
the contemporary economy.” 

It seeks to combine ‘‘the 
advantages of the small 
business — vitality, growth, 
potential and service to 
customers — with the large 
financial resources and 
sophisticated management 
needed to compete successfully 
in today’s marketplace.” 

The accent is on “products 
and services offering 
originality, exclusivity and 
scientific achievement."” 

When it was incorporated in 
1951, Chromalloy American was 
considered a research and 
development operation in the 
metals processing field. 

As its proprietary line of 
metal coatings became in- 
creasingly successful, the firm 
(began in the 1960s to diversify 
into other areas. *

Total sales more than tripled by 
1969 and have now more than 
tripled again.” 

Products range from small to 
large. 

CAC has produced a “wrist 
watch” for hospital patients 
that informs a central station 
instantaneously about multiple 
aspects of his condition. And the 
corporation operates barge 
lines and makes 100-passenger 
mobile lift lounges for airports. 

It also. makes _ phar- 
maceuticals, industrial and 

agricultural equipment, elec- 
tronics products and textiles, 
and provides a vast range of

High finance has become 
almost routine. In March 1974, 
Chromalloy announced~a $120 
million long-term loan from 

Prudential Insurance Co. of 
America, utilized to refund a 
similar long-term obligation 
and to repay short-term bank 
borrowings for working capital 
needs and capital expenditures 

CAC continued to exparid 
overseas, acquiring Arlon B. V. 
of Arnhem, The Netherlands. 
Arlon makes triple-action truck 
filter systems, construction 
machinery, gas turbines and 
compressors, ship propulsign 
systems and other products. 

Chromalloy-Kessler Asso- 
ciates, a joint venture of CAC 
and Harry H. Kessler and 
Associates, Ladue, has just 
obtained a $3,400,000 contract 
from the Soviet Union to 
produce patterns and tools to 
make steel castings for the 
Kama River truck manufac- 
turing project. 

Acquisitions announced in 
1974 included the Alamo Steel 
ahd Machine Co., Waco, Tex., 
fabricator of structural steel for 
commercial and industrial 
purposes. 

Laser Link, a_ unit of 
Chromalloy in Seattle, Wash., 
bought Western Electromotives 
for $2,220,000 in cash and hotes. 

CAC has liferally scores of 
divisions and subsidiaries, 
much too numerous to list here. 

“We foster our corporate 
identity while at the same time 
maintaining the independent 
spirit long fostered among the 
separate operating entities,” 
Friedman concludes. : 

“We are truly a family of 
companies, and we feel that 
Chromalloy American has 
attaihed an_ international 
reputation on which each of the 
autonomous units 
capitalize.”

THEJLLINOIS CENTRAL RAILBOAD 


HOW TO BUILD A STATE 


Few corporations have had 
such tangible and lasting in 
fluence on the development of 
a state as did the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, It literally built 
Central Illinois. From the out- 
set, it promised wealth to local 
producers through connection 
with the national market, to 
real estate owners and other 
businesses through the growth 
or creation of towns and cities, 
and to those people it might 
employ. It was also very ex- 
citing to have a new railroad in 
a prairie town. In balance, all 
these promises were fulfilled. 

The railroad laid out towns 
every LO miles along its largely 
uninhabited route. Main streets 
led to the depots. North-south 
streets were numbered and 
east-west streets were named 
for trees. The names of the 
towns themselves commemo- 
rated people or activities of the 
corporation. 

Ilustrative of its influence, 
by 1884 the Illinois Central 
had directly influenced the 
naming of 32 towns and v 
lages along its more than 700- 
mile route. Beginning in Chic- 
ago the Illinois Central chugged 
south to Grand Crossing, 
named for the many rail lines 
that intersected there. Next 
stop was Bumside. named for 
General Ambrose Burnside, 
one-time cashier and later 
treasurer of the Illinois Central. 
George Pullman's feudal en- 
clave came next, followed by 
Riverdale. J. F. Tucker, Illinois 
Central general superintendent, 
named the next stop for him- 
self. 

Other cities enshrined the 
memory of George Danforth, 
purchaser of large blocks of 
IWinois Central land; Sam Gil- 
man, builder of 53 miles of 
track; Buckley, station agent; 
Thomas Ludlow and Robert 
Rantoul, Illinois Central in- 
corporators; Samuel Jarvis 
Haynes, superintendet of 
wmachinery; William Mattoon, a 
Terre Haute and Alton contrac- 


tor: George Watson, division 
superintendent; Col, Roswell 
Mason, division engineer: Rich- 
ard Cobden, a British share 

holder; Richard Haldone, sta- 
tion agent; Lawrence Hey 

worth, British stockholder; 
Robert Forsyth, general freight 
agent W. Walker, EI 

Dunkel, and William Vernon

names. Neoga, a word meaning

given to an actual city. Wilham 
Ferguson. an Tlinois Central 
agent in London, chose the 
Indian name Tamoroa; and 
George Watson and R. B. 
Mason, with future com- 
munities already bearing their 
own names, christened 
Wau taug and Nora. 

Echoes of faraway places 
came to the Illinois prairies 
with the founding of Polo. 
named by an Illinois Central 
agent for explorer Marco Polo. 
A sailor-turned-railroad-agent 
named Woosung. T. B. Black- 
stone. president of the Chicago 
and Alton, named Mendota; 
and Centralia proved an apt 
description of a town platted 
by the Illinois Central as its 
southern machine shop. The 
lure of the railroad was strong 
cnough to induce the village of 
Homo to change its name to 
Sublette to correspond to the 
name of the Illinois Central 
station. 

Thé railroad age in TWinois 
has long since passed its golden 
years. Planes carry the passen- 
gers and trucks carry the 
freight. But the changes 
wrought in Central Illinois by 
the Illinois Central railroad live 
on.

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All-out Democratic primary 
struggle seems likely in '76

Is there a political future for 
Michael J. Bakalis? 2 

The 36-year-old DeKalb 
resident, who bowed out this 
month as Illinois’ last elected 
state school superintendent, has 
made it clear that he would like 
to run for political office again 
someday. 

At several press conferences, 
he thrust himself into the future 
political picture by hinting he 
might challenge Gov. Dan 
Walker in the 1976 Democratic 
primary. 

The immediate reaction 
beneath the Statehouse Dome 
was that Bakalis might be 
setting his immediate political 
sights a little too high. 

That there is going to be 
major primary opposition to 
Walker next year is now vir- 
tually taken for granted at the 
Capitol. 

But what is contemplated is 
an anti-Walker coalition in- 
volving such party powers as 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, Secretary of State 
Michael J. Howlett and 
Downstate legislative leader 
Clyde Choate. 

The reasoning goes that the 
coalition will form behind a 
single candidate, either Lt. 
Gov. Neil Hartigan or State 
Treasurer Alan Dixon. 

Bakalis’ mention of a primary 
bid of his own has disturbed the 
anti-Walker faction. Entrance 
of a third candidate could aid 
the incumbent governor in any 


primary scramble. 

There is a feeling among 
party professionals that Bakalis 
is greatly over-estimating his 
own political importance. He 
has run just once for statewide 
office, defeating incumbent 
Supt. Ray Page in 1970 by a 
landslide 473,361 votes. 

But it is pointed out that the 
vote was not so much an en- 
dorsement of Bakalis, since he 
was virtually unknown at the 
time, but a protest vote against 
Page; who had come under 
widespread criticism for his 
administration of the office. 

Also, 1970 definitely was a 
Democratic year and Adlai E. 
Stevenson won a U. S. Senate 
post over the late Republican 
Ralph T. Smith by 545,336 votes. 

This year, Sen. Stevenson, 
although winning re-election by 
a large margin, nevertheless 
ran , substantially _ behind 
Treasurer Dixon. 7 

Bakalis would stand little 
chance of winning the 1976 
nomination in a three-way race, 
but he might well drain off 
enough anti-Walker votes to 
weaken the coalition candidate 
and permit Walker to win 
renomination 

Would Bakalis stand any 
chance of becoming the 
coalition candidate? Very little. 
During his four years in the 
state office, he established a 
reputation as an independent 

To many organization 
Democrats, placing Bakalis in 
the governor's office would be 
tantamount to replacing Walker 
with another Walker. This is the

last thing Daley and other 
regular Democrats want. 

What is quietly suggested at 
the Statehouse is that Bakalis 
fulfill his political ambitions by 
running for another office, 
possibly Congress. A victory in 
a Chicago district could open 
the way for a future buildup for 
governor, perhaps in 1978 or 
later. The 1976 Gubernatorial 
term will be two years, 

At 36, Dr. Bakalis has a lot of 
time. 

Meanwhile, that bruising 
Democratic fight over the 
speakership has convinced 
about everyone at the 
Statehouse that an all-out 
Democratic primary struggle in 
1976 cannot be avoided. 

Although neither seemed to 
be emerging a clean winner, 
instead having to settle for 
compromise in the end, Daley 
and Walker intensified their 
mutual bitterness. 

More and more Democrats 
are convinced that Daley will 
not close his political career 
until he has removed Walker 
from office. Recent days have 
seen a sharp increase in feeling 
that Walker can be beaten in the 
next primary. —, 

But it is also conreded that a 
tough, well-financed and 
carefully-handled campaign 
will be necessary to do the job — 
and to keep the party intact for 
the November showdown with 
the Republicans, expected to be 
hale and hearty by then.

State contends many pre-packaged 
foods weigh less than price charged 


State Agriculture Director 
Robert J. ‘'Pud’’ Williams 
today urged Illinois retailers to 
“help in the fight against in- 
flation by making sure that 
prepackaged foods contain the 
full measure shown on the 
label." 

Since October, more than 90 
stores have been charged with 
selling short-weight  pre- 
packaged food, Williams said. 

The cases have been and are 
being turned over to the state's 
attorney’s office by the 
department’s Division of 
Agriculture Industry 
Regulation. 

Williams said his Bureau of 
Products Inspection and 
Standards has found that about 
20 per cent of all stores they 
inspected were sufficiently 
incorrect in their packaging to 
warrant notification of the 
state’s attorney's office in the 
county. 

He said that, so far, about a 
dozen counties have been in- 
volved. Many‘complaints came 
to the department's attention 
through calls from consumers, 
Williams said. 

The director said that 
although the shortages usually 
have not been great and ate 
virtually impossible to notice 
without re-weighing, they “still 
add up to a lot over a period of 
time.” 

He said, ‘‘Half-ounce shor- 
tages on 200 pieces of pre- 


packaged food a day could add 
up to $2,500 worth of meat by the 
end of a year at today’s prices.” 

Under Illinois law, the 
Department of Agriculture is 
the official keeper of weights 
and measures and is charged 
with checking the accuracy of 
all measuring devices within 
the state which are not checked 
by municipal offices. 

The depaftment also 
calibrates the standards used 
by municipal inspectors in 
larger cities. In areas without 
city scale inspectors, the 
department inspects establish- 
ments doing business by weight 
or volume about once a year. 

“With the increasing need for 
economy and value, it is more 
and more important to guard 
against short-weighing of pre- 
packaged food and com- 
modities. Under Illinois law, 
short-weighing pre-packaged 
meats is in a southwestern 
suburb of Cook County,” 
Williams said. 

“A typical store being 
prosecuted for short-weighing 
pre-packaged meats is in a 
southwestern suburb of Cook 
County,” Williams said. 

“Of ten packages of Italian 
sausage checked by state in- 
spectors, all averaged over a 
half-ounce short, some as much 
as three-quarters of an ounce 
off. This was short-changing the 
consumer about 10 cents per 
package.””

Agronomy day Friday 


By DALE A. LAW 
Uo I Extension Adviser 

The Annual Madison County 
Agronomy Day will be‘ held 
Friday at ‘the Farm Bureau 
Building in‘ Edwardsville. The 
program will begin at 10 a.m. 
witha short film on anhydrous 
ammonia safety, followed by a 
summary of local wheat and 
soybean plot results. 

The remainder of the morning 
will be devoted to a slide 
presentation and discussion of 
tillage operations used by three 
county farmers—Gene Kuttin, 
Richard Henke and Dale 
Rogier. The afternoon session 
will be conducted by 
University of Illinois 
Professor Ellery Knake, weed 
specialist, and Professor 
Wedberg, insect specialist. 

Veterinarians are reporting 
increased problems with swine 
lice and mange. These costly 
external parasites can and 
should be controlled. The 
following program is suggested 
to control these problems: 

1, Spray incoming boars 
before they are exposed to your 
herd. ‘Repeat in 10 days. 

2. Spray the breeding herd 
each month. Minimize the 
opportunity for sows or gilts to 
pass external: parasites to their 
pigs. If the sows or gilts are 
sprayed within several days of 
farrowing, wash the udder to 
remove chemical residues. 

3. Spray the young pigs after 
they are weaned. 

4. Spraying must result in 
complete wetting of the entire 
pig. 

5. University of Illinois en- 
tomologists currently reeom- 
mend that producers use either 
malathion or ciodrin to control 
external parasites.

Wayne was again the leading 
soybean variety. grown in 
Illinois in 1974, but Wayne lost 
ground to both Amsoy and 
Williams varieties. Aecording 
to the USDA Statistical 
Reporting Service, Wayne was 
planted on 21 per cent of the 
state soybean acreage—down 
from 30 per cent in 1972 and 1973 
and 36 per cent in 1971 

Amsoy (including Amsoy 71) 
and Williams were tied as the 
second leading varieties. Both 
totaled 17 per cent of the Illinois 
soybean acreage. Corsoy 
represented 10 per cent of the 
total acreage. Other leading 
varieties included Beeson and 
Cutler, both with 8 per cent of 
‘the Illinois acreage. All 
remaining varieties accounted 
for 19 per cent of the total 
acreage 

Wayne was the leading 
variety grown in the West, 
Central, West Southwest ‘(in- 
cludes Madison County) and 
East Southeast crop reporting 
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Amsoy 71) was the leader in the 
Northwest and East districts. 
Corsoy led in the Northeast and 
Cutler led in the Southwest and 
‘Southeast districts.

fireplaces to minimize the 
danger from sparks. 

The placement of spark 
arrestors over the outside 
opening of the chimrey will 
reduce the chance of sparks 
spreading across your roof and 
to nearby buildings. 

Smoke trouble may occur if 
the fire is not properly laid. 
Wood should be criss-crossed 
and not jammed tightly 
together. 

Lighting paper near the back 
wall and near the top of the 
kindling will prevent the cold 
flue air from pushing smoke out 
into the room. : 

A fire in the chimney is 
another possibility when wood 
resins and coal tar build up 
inside the flue. 

As a safety precaution, check 
fireplaces regularly to deter- 
mine that vents and chimneys 
are working properly. 

Never vent any other kind of 
heating device into a fireplace 
chimney. Don’t burn coal or 
wood in a gas fireplace; the flue 
won't stand the heat. 

Other safety precautions 
include a regular chimney 
cleaning schedule and keeping 
children under close watch 
when there is an open flame 
near. A fascination for all ages, 
fire is a special temptation for a 
small child. 

Be sure all ashes are cooled 
before disposing of them, and 
make certain that your fire has 
completely extinguished before 
leaving the house or going to 
bed.

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Retired education volunteer 
“program is proposed in state

“Wanted: retired IHinois 
teachers who wish to share their 
knowledge and, at the same 
time, keep active. 

“Although the pay is non- 
existent, or in some cases, 
nominal, the chances for 
rewards are many.” 

If the proposed Retired 
Volunteers in Education 
program gets the approval of 
the State Board of Education, 
those interested in the above 
hypothetical want ad will get a 
chance to follow through. 

The program, developed by 
the Office of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction with 
cooperation from the Illinois 
Retired Teachers Association 
(IRTA), would give retired 
teachers jobs within the OSPI, 
local school districts and state 
education agencies. 

“Although most \of the jobs 
would involve volunteer work, 
in some cases we would en- 
courage travel and lunch ex- 
penses,”’ explained Darrell 
Elder, assistant director. of 
OSPI’s teacher placement unit. 

A few jobs would involve 
nominal pay, such as substitute 
teaching, tutoring or serving on 
state visitation teams. 

Elder, who has been working 
on the plan for the past two 
years, said there are about 
25,000 | retired teachers 
receiving Illinois pension 
benefits. 

Of this number, 17,000 reside 
in the state, one of the 
qualifications for participation 
in the program.’ Also excluded 
from participation would be 
those over 85 years of age 

The IRTA, whose mem- 
bership numbers over 7,000, 
held four meetings throughout 
the state last fall. During the 
gatherings, Elder presented the 
plan to the retired educators. 


“The interest was high,”’ he 
said. ‘‘A good half of them were 
already engaged in some type of 
volunteer work, such as with 
schools, hospitals, nursing 
homes, etc. 

“Of course, we realize that 
some retired teachers are not 
interested in- returning to the 
field of education,”” Elder 
continued. “I encourage these 
people to contact local agencies 
to see where they might be 
needed.” 

Elder said that various 
agencies within OSPI have 
expressed a need for help from 
the retired teachers. For 
example, the public information 
section could use retirees to 
proofread or clip and file 
newspaper articles, the school 
foods section could use some 
expertise in preparation of a 
home-economics manual, and 
the school approval section 
could employ them as members 
of school visitation teams. 

“This would be of great in- 
terest to those retired teachers 
living within the Springfield 
area,”’ Elder pointed out. “We 
also hope to inwolve some of 
them in our Chicago and Mount 
Vernon offices.”’ 

Outside the OSPI framework, 
Elder hopes to promote the use 
of ‘‘senior teachers” in local 
school districts and other 
education organizations. In 
fact, many school districts 
already draw on the experience 
of the retired teacher. 

“Retired teachers are 
already used as substitutes and 
part-time teachers," he ‘ex- 
plained. “I have been contacted 
by the Springfield district for 
help in locating more of them. 
‘They already use more than 100 
as volunteers.” 

The former state school 
Superintendent, Michael J. 
Bakalis, encouraged the State 
Board to adopt. the program. 

“These persons (retired

17-year-olds 
may give blood 


Under a new state regulation, 
signed into law by Gov. Dan 
Walker on Dec. 30, ap- 
proximately 225,000 Illinois 17- 
year-olds are now eligible to 
donate blood. The previous 
minimum age for blood donors 
was 18 years of age. 

Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of 
the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, explained that, 
according to census estimates, 
there are 6,324,000 persons in 
Illinois between ‘the ages of 18 
and 66, 

“By adding 225,000 17 ‘year- 
olds to this pool of potential. 
blood donors,” she said; ‘‘the 
Governor has created a cushion + 
6f potential donors to replace 
those who, within the next few 
years, will exceed the eligible 
age or fail to meet the medical 
requirements.” To meet the 
medical requirements, blood 
donors must be in general good 
health and must never have had 
hepatitis. 

Dr. Lashof said that any 17 
year-old who wishes to donate 
blood should contact his or her ‘ 
local blood donor facility to 
register as an available donor.

[EPA permits required 


In an effort to control the 10'2 
million tons of pollutants that 
get into Illinois air each year, 
the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) has 
initiated a new enforcement 
program against industries 
which emit pollutants without 
the required agency permits. 

The agency has begun filing 
legal action’ against facilities 
operating without permits 
which emit at least 100 tons of 
specified pollutants into the air 
per year, according to Dr. 
Richard H. Briceland, director 
of the Illinois EPA. 

“We concentrated, at first, on 
the larger polluters. Now that 
we have that underway, we will 
seek out and take legal action 
against the smaller sources 
also,"’ Briceland said. He 
continued 

“We estimate that out of the 
19,000 sources which emit 
pollutants per year, 9,000 don't 
have permits. These permits 
are important. Without them,

Ethnic unity seen 
as way to achieve 
the American dream 


The democratic process -is 
missing in many areas of 
American society, in the opinion 
of Joyce Aschenbrenner, 
associate professor of an- 
thropology at Southern Iinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

Miss Aschenbrenner was the 
principal speaker at SIUE at 
the fifth session of the 1974-75 
University Seminar at Ed- 
wardsville (USE), held during 
the weekend. 

Representing the SIUE 
School of Social Sciences, she 
talked. on the — subject, 
“Ethnicity and American 
Society.” She was assisted by 
John Harvey, the SIUE 
presidential scholar 
representing the School of 
Social Sciences. 

Prof. Aschenbrenner urged 
her audience “to ponder the 
true meaning of the American 
dream, the right to be human in 
the way one chooses and to 
pursue the good life as one 
defines it ... which could be 
rediscovered and actualized in 
our lifetime.” 

The SIUE anthropologist 
defines ethnicity in the broad 
sense as “referring to shared 
normative behavior among 
those who identify in groups 
which interact with other like 
groups within one society."” 

In the narrow sense, she 
defines it as “referring to 
people with a common origin, 
history, shared values and 
customs, and interacting with 
other similar groups within a 
society."” 

Prof. Aschenbrenner believes 
“Americans need to be made 
aware of the powerful social 
potential of ethnicity, both in 
the narrow and in the broad 
meaning, in our society, in 
order to effect social change 
and progress for all citizens. 

“Only where human needs 
and interests can be expressed 
can they be met. And they can 
best be expressed ‘in the in- 
stitutions of family, friendship 
and community. 

“Only where public  in- 
stitutions are responsive to 
family and community can the

needs of people be met; this is 
the essence of political 
democracy,” she said. 

The seminar speaker opposes 
the settlement of conflicts of 
interests between groups 
violence or intimidation. 
“These conflicts can be settled 
by political means,” she said. 
“This is what the political 
process is all about.” 

Prof. Aschenbrenner said, 
“Ethnic groups are segments 
within one society; it is only 
because we refuse to recognize 
their existence as political 
entities that they are led to 
expressions of violence. 

“Political conflict results in 
compromise, with important 
interests recognized on both 
sides. On the other hand, 
intimidation, threats and 
violence lead to the subor- 
dination of one set of interests to 
another, or the submersion of 
both, while a third party gains 
control. 

“All of these signal the ab- 
sence of political democracy.” 

The speaker charged that 
U.S. citizens are taught many 
“myths” in school. ‘For 
example, the one man equals 
one vote ‘equation is a 
misrepresentation,” she said. 

“Only in conjunction with 
other individuals in an interest 
group or in coalitions does one 
person's vote have any real 
meaning, 

“Further,- citizens often 
cannot vote on the real issues: 
Thus, we must vote for the 
candidates who have adequate 
financing to carry on a cam- 
paign, that is, control the 
media,” she continued. ‘‘Once 
these candidates are elected, 
they are subjected to pressures 
of powerful interest groups who 
have the resources to influence 
them.”" 

The anthropologist declared, 
“Power-seeking | demagogues 
manipulate us through spurious 
issues, such as busing, red- 
baiting and welfare cheating, in 
the process obscuring the real 
issues of power and robbing us 
of our real interests.”’ 

Miss Aschenbrenner cited 
“neighborhood control of 
schools” as a ‘‘false issue.” 

“It should be quite obvious 
that the Irish of Boston,” she 
said, “‘have little actual control 
of the quality or substance of 
their children’s education. Even 
if they had, in a democracy, one 
person’s ‘or group’s rights 
should not be maintained at the 
expense of another's; all should 
be equally represented.” 

The USE speaker said certain 
individuals and groups have 
become powerful enough in 
America to ‘‘depoliticize’’ 
etinic groups. 

“Unless citizens are able to 
unite on some basis as potent as. 
common origins and traditions, 
they are powerless to fight back 
since they have few resources,”’ 
she stated. 

The anthropologist pointed to 
American Indians as an 
example of an ethnic group 
exploited by ‘‘powerful in- 
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Miss Aschenbrenner said a 
similar -sityation exists in the Thur, Jan: 16, 1975 
case of black Aniericans. 
“Their distinctive culture has 
been denied in order to prevent 
the development of a 
nationalistic pride; at the same 
time, the differences in heritage 
and cultural expression have 
‘been ridiculed and charac- 
terized as ‘uncivilized.’ "’ 

The seminar speaker con- 
cluded by expressing hope that 
next year’s celebration of the 
American Bicentennial will 
inspire a rediscovery and ac- 
tualization of “the American 
dream.” 

The USE sessions are being 
held in Lovejoy Library 
auditorium on the SIUE 
campus.

The general USE topic for the 
year is “Ethnic Identity and 
Cultural Integrity.”

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Motor fuel tax 
is allocated 


Illinois municipalities have 
been allotted $9,715,468 as their 
share of motor fuel tax paid into 
the state treasury during 
December, according to the 
Illinois Department of Tran- 
sportation. 

Motor fuel tax funds are 
allocated monthly to the various 
municipalities in Tlinois for 
their streets and highways. The 
monies allocated are computed 
on the basis of population. 

Allotments to municipalities 
in the Quad-City area incfuded 
$41,092 to Granite City, $7,112 to 
Madison and $4,726 to Venice. 
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Taxpayers should check figures 


Thousands of Illinois tax- 
’ payers may not be taking all the 
exemptions to which they are 
entitled in filing state income 
tax returns, Illinois Director of 
Revenue Robert H. Allphin said 
today. 

Allphin, who said income tax 
forms already have been 
mailed to nearly 4.5. million 
state taxpayers, reported that 
the department makes refunds 
where overpayments are 
discovered. Last year, 10,500 
“state income taxpayers 
received from the department 
more than $300,000 in refunds 
they didn’t expect. 

“Those refunds were made to 
people who didn’t claim all their 
exemptions,” Allphin said 
“Many other people made 
mistakes in arithmetic. We 
advise people to check their 
figures before they file their 
returns,”” 

Other taxpayers may be 
paying more than they have to 
because they are not taking all 
the subtractions they are 
allowed, the director said. 

“If the income is tax exempt 
for federal purposes, it is, with 
only a few exceptions, exempt 
for Illinois purposes,” he said. 

‘The main exceptions in which 
non-federally-taxed income is 
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taxed by Illinois are income 
.from state and municipal bonds 
and other interest not included 
in the adjusted gross income; 50 
per cent of capital gains; and 
dividend exclusions. 
The state does not tax income 
from: 
‘The active duty pay of 


10; servicemen and 
women, 


—The summer training pay of 
Illinois National Guardsmen. 

—Interest on ‘federal 
obligations like Series E. bonds 
and federal notes. 

—Qualified pension and 
profit-sharing plans. The 
director said a majority of 
pension plans are tax-free. He 
reminded taxpayers sub- 
tracting pension income to 
include with their Illinois return 
documentation of the pension. 
The section of pensions in the 
federal return can be used for 
that. 

—A portion of the capital 
gains from the sale of property 


the taxpayer bought before buf 
sold after Aug. 1, 1989, the 
beginning date of ‘the Illinois 
Income Tax Act. The amount 
the taxpayer can subtract 
depends on how long he owned 
the property before Aug. 1, 1969, 
or the amount the property 
value appreciated before then. 

Allphin said taxpayers could 
telephone the tax assistance 
and information center in 
Springfield for answers to any, 
questions about returns. 

“People can obtain prompt 
service by calling with 
questions and filing returns 
early,” the director said. ‘Our 
assistance center is usually 
flooded with calls in March and 
April, which means it could take 
longer to answer a question 
then.” 

Information and assistance in 
filing state income tax returns 
may be obtained by calling toll 
free 800-252-8972. Taxpayers can 
also call 641-2150 in Cook County 
and 782-3336 in Springfield. 


Revenue sharing funds paid 


Congressman Melvin Price 
(D-23rd District) has an- 
nounced that the Treasury 
Department's Office of 
Revenue Sharing has made its 
tenth regular payment of 
general revenue sharing funds 

Of, special interest are the 
allocations to the Twenty-third 
Congressional District. Price 
noted that St. Clair County 
received a total of $1,189,909 
including a payment of $425,130 
to the city of E. St, Louis and 


* $282,800 to the county itself 


Madison County received 
$1,028,877 including $110,932 to 
the city of Granite City and 
$269,457 to the county itself 

According to Cong. Price, the 
state and local Fiscal 
Assistance Act of 1972 
authorizes the sharing of $30.2 
billion of Federal funds between 
January, 1972, and December, 
1976. The ‘act stipulates that 
funds are to be distributed 
quarterly to the state and local 
governments according to a 
fixed formula 

The formula is based on 
population, tax effort, and 
relative income as determined 
by the United States Bureau of 
Census. After the formula is 
applied, one-third of each 
state's allocation is paid to the 
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State itself, and the remaining 
two-thirds is paid to the units of 
local government within the 
state. Units of local government 
include counties, cities, towns, 
townships, Indian tribes and 
Alaskan native villages. 

“This is a valuable program 
providing the people: of this 
district with assistance 
necessary for effective growth 
and development,” Price 
concluded. 

Other allocations in this area 
included $31,694 to the city of 
Venice, $38,004 to Granite City 
Township, $27,900 to the city of 
Madison, $7,849 to Chouteau 
Township, and $12,815 to 
Nameoki Township.

State school fund 
may end year in red 


Spending for welfare, school 
aid and the state’s day-to-day 
operations was up by $275 
million (14.8 per cent) in the 
first six months of this fiscal 
year over last year, Comp- 
troller George W. Lindberg said 
this week in his monthly fiscal 
report. 

The comptroller also noted 
that a December bulge in school 
aid expenditures now is likely to 
throw the state’s common 
school fund into the red before 
June 30. 

“Based on present spending 
rates, we are looking at a school 
fund deficiency of at least $25 
million this fiscal year,” Lind- 
berg said. 

The common school fund 
deficiency is the second major 
one to emerge this fiscal year. A 
deficit of $130 million has been 
declared in present allocations 
for the state’s welfare program 

The December spurt in school 
spending was due, Lindberg 
said, to $22 million in summer 
school reimbursement 
payments, a normal oc- 
currence. “This payment in 
December was the tipoff to the 
fact that the $1.2 billion ear- 
marked for common school aid 
is not likely to be enough,” 
Lindberg declared. 

The comptroller’s financial 
review also noted: 

..The general funds available 
balance was $329 million at’ 
December’s end, down $124 
million since July 1, 1974. 


General funds income 
during the first six months of 
the fiscal year that began July 
1, 1974, is $293. million higher 
than in the same period the year 
before. 

..General funds spending 
during the first six months of 
fiscal 75 exceeded comparable 
spending in the preceding fiscal 
year by $275 million, or 14.8 per 
cent. This includes $86 million 
more in public aid grants, $93° 
million more in school aid 
payments, $67 million more in 
day-to-day operational spen- 
ding. In total, $72 million more 
was spent than estimated by the 
Governor’s Bureau of the 
Budget. 

..Total spending from all 
appropriated funds also is up 
this fiscal year over last. 
Spending from such funds after 
six months of this fiscal year 
totaled $3.067 billion, up $401 
million over the same six-month 
period a year ago. (Of the total 
increase, $275 million was in 
general funds categories.) 

“If the spending rate ex- 
perienced in the first six months 
of this fiscal year continues, it 
will represent the largest in- 
crease in expenditures for any 
one fiscal year in the history of 
the state. e 

“The previous largest  in- 
crease was in fiscal year 1971, 
the first full year of the state 
income tax, when many new 
and expanded programs were 
implemented,” Lindberg said.

Gov. Dan Walker on Tuesday 
announced a $2.4 million 
program to hire unemployed 
and underemployed persons in 
73 Illinois counties, excluding 
Madison County. Counties with 
populations of jess than 100,000 
qualify for the program. 

The funds will be used for 
public service jobs, job training 
and other manpower services. 

The program, funded through 
the Governor's Office of 
Manpower and Human 
Development, is part of a newly 
enacted $1 billion federal 
Emergency Jobs and Unem- 
ployment Assistance Act. 

The emergency manpower 
program is’ expected to fund 
about 350 public service jobs 
with local government and not- 
for-profit agencies in the 73 
counties, including Calhoun, 
Clinton, Greene, Macoupin and 
Monroe. The jobs will fill unmet 
public service needs or im- 
plement new public services. 

The areas of public service 
include environmental quality, 
education, health care, public 
safety, housing and’ neigh- 
borhood improvement, crime 
prevention and control, 
pollution control, tran- 
sportation, prison 
rehabilitation, recreation, 
maintenance of park:

Video light, sound display 


A show in videospace light 
and sound will be presented this 
evening in the television studio 
at Southern Illinois University 

dwardsville by J. D. Jarvis 
of Troy, a candidate for the 
university's first master of fine 
arts degree with a major in 
“mixed media-video."’ 

Titled ‘Kinetic Compositions 
of Electronic Flow,"’ the 
exhibition will feature a con- 
tinuous series of 20- to 40-minute 
shows emphasizing four dif- 

nt types of video art. 

The program is scheduled 
from 7 to 11 tonight in Room 
1020 of the Communications 
Building. It is open to the public, 
admission free, 

According to John Regnell, 
director of the Department of 
Mass Communications, and 
David Huntley, chairman of the 
Department of Art and Design, 
Jarvis’ master's degree con- 
centration is unique to the 
university and apparently rare 
in the nation. 

His degree, scheduled to be 
awarded in June by the School 
of Fine Arts, represents an 
unusual mix bf studies and the 
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cooperation of several depart- 
ments 

Jarvis received his bachelor’s 
degree in mass communica- 
tions in September 1972. 

Since then, his studies have 
been primarily in the field of 
art, and he has conducted ex- 
tensive experimentation in 
kinetic art, using the television 
studio equipment a: 
the Department | of 
Communications. 

Jarvis explains that the basic 
material he is working with is 
“electronic flow.” By altering 
or shaping the flow of electrons, 
he is able to get a variety of 
images on a television screen. 
The exhibition will demonstrate 
these techniques. 

According to Huntley, the 
master’s degree candidate is 
using electronic tools instead of 
paintbrushes and chisels and 
materials like paint and clay. 

“In other words, he's pain- 
ting, composing and sculpturing 
art with electronics,” Huntley 
said. "I think it’s one of the 
coming things in all the arts 
today.” 

Huntley said it is an area in 
which a number of people in the 
School of Fine Arts are in- 
terested, and he credited Jno 
Moormann, assistant to the 
director of the SIUE Broad- 
casting Service, with en- 
couraging the use of art in 
experimental television. 

“Moormann has worked with 
the departments of art, theater 
and dance in offering classes on 
an experimental basis while 
trying to develop a curriculum 
that will appeal to students in 
all the fine arts,”’ Huntley said. 

“We hope eventually to get an 
undergraduate program ap- 
proved in the fine arts that will 
make it possible for all types of 
‘mixes’ in curriculum to take

place,” Huntley added 

Regnell also expressed en- 
thusiasm for the future of 
curriculum mixes between the 
arts and communications. He 
said he is “very open" to the. 
concept of cooperation between 
various disciplines _ in 
developing new concentrations 
of study at the University 
Particularly beneficial, he 
believes, would be a “‘wedding”’ 
of communications and the 
social sciences. 

Regnell sees several 
possibilities for marketing the 
expertise Jarvis has been able 
to develop in his mixed media- 
video concentration. 

The director of mass com- 
munications envisions cassettes 
of video art which could be 
played on home televisio 
monitors. Cable television is 
likely to offer outlets for video 
art, and some television com- 
mercials already are making 
use of the concept, he said 

Jarvis has developed an in- 
tense love of art as a result of 
his master’s degree study. 
“Video art is beautiful, and I 
think it has a future,”’ he said. 
“IT would like to continue as a 
practicing artist, and I also 
would like to teach ata 
university, with emphasis on 
video techniques.”” 

Spectators at the exhibition 
tonight will have opportunities 
“to do their own thing” as welt 
as watch the show. One phase of 
the program will be a “monitor 
column” in which six monitors 
will be available for spectators 
to control while experimenting 
with their own compositions on 
the television screens. Jarvis 
calls it ‘‘video sculpture.” 

“I want to develop the idea 
that television is something to 
play with as well as watch,” 
Jarvis concluded

Cost cut for installation 


of 28 doors at GCHS North 


The Granite City Board of 
Education Tuesday night voted 
to install 28 folding doors in the 
pods between classrooms at 
Granite City High School North, 
costing a total of $1,386, which is 
$8,854 less than the lowest bid 
the board received last month 
for having solid doors installed 
in the le 

The pods are located in the 
center of several adjoining 
classrooms and have been used 
as storage areas and for teacher 
work areas. The teachers 
requested doors to allow the 
areas to be more useful, of- 
ficials said. 

Bids were opened Dec. 10 for 
solid doors and the lowest ac- 
ceptable bid was $10,240, or 
$2,540 over the $7,700 the board 
had appropriated for the work. 

Tully A. Heubner, director of 
buildings and grounds for the 
Granite City schools, told the 
board Tuesday night that he had 
inspected various types of 
folding doors and had found that 
Panelfold doors, costing $55 
each, were acceptable and 
could be installed by the school 
district's maintenance per- 
sonnel 

The board voted to follow 
Heubner's recommendation 
and purchase the doors from 
MFG Associates, St. Louis, for 
$1,386. Having district per- 
sonnel install the doors will cost 
about $1,000 and the district will 
save nearly $8,000 by having 
selected the folding doors, it

“T do not know whether Mr. 
Ford’s plan will work or not — 
and neither does Mr. Ford — 
but I know it will not work 
unless we help. So, I think we 
had better try a little 
cooperation. 

“Congress will probably 
make some modifications to the 
plan and that is what we have 
Congress for,” he concluded. 

Mayor Paul Schuler of 
Granite City took a similar 
attitude toward the Ford plan. 

“T’'m glad to see some of our 
tax money coming back to us. I 
think it is going to help, because 
with the tax on the oil, it has to 
help. 

“Just because the President 
proposes a program does not 
assure that Congress is going to 
accept the whole plan. This, at 
least, shows he is trying and it is 
a major stop. 
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Schuler said he does not feel 
Ford’s statements threatened 
the continuation of revenue 
sharing. “‘I think he just means 
a one-year moratorium on new 
federal programs, not on 
existing ones. 

“I don’t think he can touch the 
next two years of revenue 
sharing, because it is already 
funded,” the mayor predicted. 

He emphasized that the 
proposed tax rebate program 
should bring more money into 
the economy. 

President Ford described his 
rebate program as follows: 

“This country needs an im- 
mediate federal income tax cut 
of $16 billion. 

“Twelve billion dollars or 
three-fourths of the total of this 
cut should go to individual 
taxpayers in the form of a cash 
rebate amounting to 12 per cent 
of their 1974 tax payments—up 
to a $1,000 rebate. 


“If Congress acts by April 1,” 


you will get your first check for 
half the rebate in May and the 
rest by September.”* 

Roy Norton of Granite City 
said he feels the Ford plan is a 
difficult way in which to rebate 
taxes, 

He said the program could be 
easier if taxpayers were 
allowed a 12 per cent cut in their 
taxes on the 1974 income tax 
returns now being filed. 

“Another easy way would be 
by reducing withholdings 12 per 
cent and giving each guy 
another $10 or so a week more 
on-his paycheck to spend.” 

Norton stressed that Mr. 
Ford’s plan does not affect the 
filing of 1974 income tax 
returns, and said he could see 
“no reason why people should 
avoid filing their returns until 
the issue is résolved."” 


Mr. Ford said the other one- 
fourth of the tax cut, about $4 
billion, should go to business 
taxpayers, including farmers, 
“to promote plant expansion 
and create more jobs.”” 

He proposed increasing the 
investment tax credit—which 
now is 7 per cent for business 
and 4 per cent for utilities—to 12 
per cent for businesses. 

He did not say if the in 
vestment tax credit for utilities 
would rise, but added, “There 
will be special provisions to 
assist essential public utilities 
to step up their energy 
capacity.” 

He asserted “This will en- 
courage capital spending and 
productivity, the key to 
recovery and growth.” 

Carl E.Mathias, service area 
manager of Illinois Power Co., 
commented that the govern- 
ment programs should aid 
power companies in needed 
growth, 

“We have to find ways to 
make our stock as attractive as 
possible, and increasing the 
investment tax credit will 
help,”’ he said. 

Mathias felt Mr. Ford’s 
speech lacked enough details on 
which to base a specific opinion, 
but said the government 


realizes the plight of many * 


utilities. He expects 
programs to be favorable. 
“The present financial 
situation has caused many 
utilities to cancel or defer ex- 
pansion plans. We deferred for 
one year the building of an 
atomic power plant at Clinton, 
but not just for that reason. 
“To date, IP has had no 
trouble getting capital. But we 
need some help to make our 
stock more attractive if we are 
to continue to grow,” Mathias 


new 
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said. 

“Proposed expansions that 
are cancelled or postponed can 
only lead to a shortage of 
electricity at some time in the 
future. I can foresee electricity 
becoming a rationed com- 
modity if something is not 
done,” he said. 

Mathias added that the 
government already has 
studied a plan of taking each 
consumer's bills for 1974 and 
restricting them to about 10 per 
cent or less of last year’s 
electric and natural gas usage. 

Usage above the proposed 
level would be subject to a high 
federal tax, according to the 
plan. 

He said it is only one of many 
plans the government is con- 
sidering, for reducing electric 
and natural gas consumption. 

Mr. Ford said he will use his 
Presidential emergency powers 
immediately to raise the import. 
fees on each barrel of foreign 
crude oil coming into the United 
States. 

During the next three months, 
he proposes increasing the fees 
“from one to three dollars per 
barrel,”’ apparently raising the 
fees one dollar per month 
during the three months for a 
total increase of $3 per barrel. 

Assuming that the President 
is referring to 45-gallon stan- 
dard barrels, the increase 
would translate to six and two- 
thirds cents per gallon more at 
the gasoline pumps by the end 
of three months, plus any added 
costs to the oil companies which 
would be passed on to the 
consumer. 

“If Congress speedily enacts 
this national energy program, 
there will be no need for com- 
pulsory rationing or long 
waiting lines at the service 
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station. 

“Gasoline prices will go up, 
though not as much as with a 20- 
cent-a-gallon gas tax. Fur- 
thermore, the burden of the 
conservation taxes on oil will be 
shared by all petroleum users, 
not just motorists,” Mr. Ford 
said Monday night. 

Mathias said an increase in 
the price of oil would affect IP, 
but not as much as many other 
power companies. 

“Ninety-one per cent of our 
electricity is made by coal- 
burning generating stations and 
only eight per cent is produced 
by burning oil. This compares 
with many places on the East 
Coast where 91 per cent of their 
electricity is generated by oil.” 

He added, ‘‘We do not predict 
an oil shortage for Illinois 
Power Co.” 

Under a stipulation of the IP 
rate schedule, which has been 
approved by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission, the 
utility may pass along to the 
consumer any added costs 
caused by an increase in the 
price of fuel for production 
without having ICC hearings or 
approval. 

“An increase in oil costs 
should not affect customer’s 
bills very much, since only eight 
per cent of our electricity is 
generated with oil. 

“But an increase in the price 
of coal could have an affect, and 
we have not yet determined how 
much the recent coal miners’ 
labor settlement will drive 
prices up,” he explained. 

Increased gasoline prices for 
IP vehicles are not expected to 
have much of an impact he said, 
adding, “‘We buy gasoline 
directly from the refineries and 
we have been on a reduced 
allocation about two years. 

“‘We have taken some steps to 
make the best possible use of 
our gasoline and we haye 
managed to get by.” 

He said gasoline for vehicles 
comes under operating costs 
which cannot be passed on 
directly to the customér without 
ICC hearings and approval. 

Mathias concluded, however, 
that with all costs increasing 
rapidly, ‘Rate increases will be 
almost a constant thing.” 

A spokesman for Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co. said the 
President's program was not 
detailed enough to indicate 
whether the telephone company 
will benefit. 

“We, will need a detailed 
study of the full plan before we 
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can determine if the benefits 
will offset the inflationary ef- 
fects. It is too early to make 
predictions,” he said. © 

He said that, if the investment 
tax credit for utilities is raised, 
“there generally may be some 
benefits. Our primary source of 
capital funds is investors and 
this may encourage them to 
invest more.” 

The investment credit allows 
businesses and utilities to invest 
more money in expansion 
programs while allowing them 
to avoid taxes on a_portion of 
the money invested in the ex: 
pansions. 

One businessman said that, if 
the credit is increased another 
five per cent for one year, “it 
should provide a big incentive to 
businesses to try to do any 
expansion during that year, 
because no one can predict what 
the picture might be for the 
following year.

Students save money through 
book rental system at SIUE 


Full-time undergraduate 
students at Southern 
Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville save at least 
$50 per quarter in textbook 
costs because of the Uni- 
versity’s book rental 
system. i 

According to James 
Oglesby, supervisor of 
services at SIUE, with 
responsibility for Textbook 
Service and Printing Ser- 
vice, a student’s savings 
could run as high as 
$100 per quarter if the stu- 
dent is. carrying a large 
number of hours in courses 
that require. more than 
one book. 

Textbook rental fees 
range from $3 per quarter 


for a part-time student 
carrying five hours to $8 
for students carrying 11 
hours and over. The fee 
provides the basic text- 
books required for that 
particular quarter. Gradu- 
ate and unclassified stu- 
dents must purchase all 
texts, but they are avail- 
able at discounts. 

Students may purchase 
new texts at 10 per cent off 
list price or used texts at 
20 per cent off. Generally, 
books are replaced every 
three years, and books no 
longer used by the Uni- 
versity are offered at major 
discounts. Materials such 
as workbooks and labora- 
tory manuals may be

purchased from the Uni- 
versity Bookstore, and 
books for supplementary 
reading are available at 
the library or bookstore. 

Not many colleges and 
universities offer the rental 
system, according to 
Oglesby. It is costly to 
establish, and apparently 
most schools oppose the 
plan because they consider 
the system restrictive, 
he said. 

“T understand some uni- 
versities want the freedom 
to change their texts as 
often as they wish and to 
require , a student to 
purchase a_ considerable 
number of books for one 
course,’’ Oglesby said. 
“This means that in some 
cases, students who can- 
not afford a large outlay 
for books either must try 
to borrow them or do 
_without. The result is 
frustration and _ often, 
failure.” 

According to Harry 
Lutz, director of Auxiliary 
Services at SIUE, there is 
arecent trend among major 
midwestern universities 
toward adoption of the 
book rental plan 

SIL rental 
was set up when SIU 
began operations in the 
Edwardsville area 16 years 
ago. Now, the system is 
self-supporting even 
though rental fees have 
not been raised in 10 
years. Oglesby estimates 
the retail value of the books 
presently in inventory at 
more than $1 milli 

Textbook Service helps 
students by providing 
them work opportunities. 
As many as 30 students 
are employed during 
periods when books are 
being issued and returned 

“Generally we have 
excellent cooperation from 
faculty and students in the 


system
